Please read Instructions completely 
before using Herbie Hydrant. 



Introduction: 

Herbie Hydrant is a home safety and security device that 
can be utilized to help schools, professionals and parents 
educate children in the areas of a natural disaster, power 
loss, fire and home intrusion. 

Herbie Hydrant is a child's friendly beside companion. 
Herbie Hydrant sets on the child's nightstand and functions 
as a clock and night-light. Herbie Hydrant can be easily 
activated in an emergency situation by simply lifting him 
from the charging base. 

In the event of an emergency, the child will be trained to 
grab Herbie Hydrant from the charging base to activate a 
sequence of audible and visual signals. 

Herbie Hydrant was developed for use when children are in 
bed or in their bedroom. The night can be the most 
frightening time for a child. In an emergency, darkness can 
amplify the situation. Combine darkness with the 
disorientation of being awakened by an emergency and you 
may have a very dangerous situation. It is at these times 
that repetitive training, along with Herbie Hydrant, 
can make a difference. 
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If trained properly the child should act instinctively to 
escape as if it were routine rather than panic and hide. 
Now, take a moment and read the full text of Herbie 
Hydrants Operation Instructions. When done, practice 
these escape procedures with your child several times 
and repeat them at least twice (2) a year. Remember, 
a SAFE ESCAPE is a PLANNED ESCAPE. 

Operating Instructions: 
Initial Setup: 

Remove Herbie Hydrant from its package verifying 
that all components are there. Enclosed you will 
have one (1) each of the following: 

✓ Herbie Hydrant. 

✓ Charging base. 

✓ U/L rated 9-volt converter. 

✓ A single AA analog clock battery. 

✓ A Child Locator Door Decal. 

✓ Clear Plastic Static Film 

(looks like glossy white piece of paper). 

✓ Instructions. 

✓ Herbie Hydrant: Home Safety Tips Pamphlet. 

✓ Fire Chief Postcard.

To Start The Clock: 

To open, lightly pinch the sides of the clocks face case near 
its base with your thumb and forefinger that are positioned 
at 10 and 3 o'clock. Unlock by lightly pressing and turning 
counter-clockwise exposing the clock battery compartment. 
Install the AA alkaline battery as per the marked polarity 
connections (+/-). 



To Set Analog Time: 

Turn the hand-set-knob either clockwise or 
counterclockwise, until the desired time is set on the clocks 
dial. Replace the clock case by reversing the opening 
procedure. 

Medical/Family Information: 

Underneath Herbie Hydrant you will find an Information 
Compartment. Pull the plastic tab back and open the door. 
Crucial Medical, Family and other relevant information 
about your child should be stored in this compartment. 
Information regarding the special needs of your child such 
as medical, allergies or anything that could assist medical 
emergency personal. It is the sole responsibility of Parents 
to write and insert this necessary information on the 
provided card or like document. 

Placing Herbie Hydrant in a Proper Location: 

Herbie Hydrant is to be placed in a location that is easy for 
a child to reach while still in bed. It is this reason that we 
suggest that Herbie Hydrant be placed on the nightstand 
next to your child's bed, or another easily accessible 
location. 
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Remember not to place Herbie Hydrant where he can be 
easily knocked or kicked off its recharging based, or is too 
difficult for a child to reach. Herbie Hydrants handle con- 
tains nightlights which make it easy for a child to find at 
night. Therefore, position Herbie Hydrant so it faces the 
child. 

Setting Up Herbie Hydrant: 

Plug the charging cord into to Herbie Hydrants base 
(a round pin-plug) and plug-in the 9-volt converter into an 
electrical receptacle. Place Herbie Hydrant on the charging 
base aligning the special groves on the base. If the unit is in 
the charging base properly, a green LED light on the base 
will illuminate. If the green LED light is not illuminated, 
re-adjust Herbie Hydrant while also checking both the pin 
and wall connections. 

Testing Herbie Hydrant: 

Once Herbie Hydrant has been installed on its base and its 
rechargeable batteries have been charged for more than 
two (2) hours, you would then test Herbie in the following 
manner: Lift Herbie Hydrant off its charging stand. Herbie 
Hydrants flashlight will shine, the strobe lights will flicker 
and the siren will sound. The Digital clock should start from 
zero and begin counting. Replace Herbie Hydrant on its 
stand and all functions should cease as the Digital clock 
adjusts to zero. 
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Emergency Off Switch 

Under Herbie Hydrant you will find an on/off switch. 
In the off mode, Herbie Hydrants siren, strobe lights and 
flashlight will not operate. Parents, Emergency personal or 
other adults should deactivate the unit by this switch, 
not children. 

Maintenance 

On a monthly basis Parents should review proper fire 
escape and emergency procedures with their children. 
Parents on a regular basis should test their homes Smoke 
Detector(s), Monoxide Detector(s), Fire Extinguisher(s) and 
other related fire safety and emergency equipment. Parents 
should periodically check Herbie Hydrant to see if he is 
properly charged (see Testing Herbie Hydrant). 

Door Decal 

Included you will find a static door decal. This door decal is 
designed to help tell safety professionals that your home 
has children. To install: write in the number of children you 
have in you home in the space provided. Remove the card- 
board back from the clear plastic static film. Then, place the 
clear film over the back of the decal and place on or near 
the front door of your home. Do not place this decal in your 
child's window (see Home Intrusion). This decal is remov- 
able for cleaning or if you move you can take it with you. 

Fire Chief Postcard 

The Fire Chief postcard is a fun way for you and your child 
to show your commitment to home safety awareness. Fill 
out correctly and forward this information to your local Fire 
Department. 



Your local Fireman may use this information for their data- 
base or they may be just thankful that you and your family 
are making a commitment to home safety. 

How To Use Herbie Hydrant 
Education 

Use Herbie Hydrant to educate your child and family 
members about all types of home emergencies. 
Using HERBIE HYDRANT: HOME SAFETY TIPS pamphlet along 
with the advise of your local, state and federal safety pro- 
fessionals, enlighten your child about preparedness for 
common home emergencies. Every home is different and it 
is the parents responsibility to educate their child about 
these emergencies. It is recommended that a parent 
request a safety inspection of their home by a safety 
professional (i.e. Fire Inspector) to identify 
any unique hazards. 

What Your Child Should Know About Herbie Hydrant 

Herbie Hydrant is their friend whom teaches them about 
home safety and emergency preparedness. It is important 
to stress that they only use Herbie Hydrant in an EMER- 
GENCY. Herbie Hydrant is not a toy. Do not play with 
Herbie Hydrant. 

Children should know that Herbie Hydrant at their beside 
would add a level of comfort to reduce common nighttime 
fears. When a child is in a frightening situation they can pick 
up Herbie Hydrant activating audible sounds and visual 
lighting, summoning assistance from family members. After 
reaching safety the child should hold Herbie Hydrant until 
assistance arrives. 
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However: to a child, Herbie Hydrant is merely a flashlight, a 
clock, and a nightlight that is to be grabbed when 
threatened or escaping danger. 

Escape Route 

If a fire breaks out in your home, get out FAST! Planning for 
an emergency is of the utmost importance for a safe 
escape. The Herbie Hydrant Escape Route is a format that 
helps children and their parents Draw, Plan and Practice 
their homes emergency escape routes. Make sure that 
everyone knows at least two (2) unobstructed exits, door 
and windows, from every room. If you live in a building, do 
not include elevators in your escape plan. Decide on a 
Meeting Place outside where all family members will meet 
after they escape. Make sure that once you have planned 
and mapped an escape route that all family members 
practice the plan at least twice (2) a year. Position the 
Herbie Hydrant Escape Route (optional) on your family's 
refrigerator where all members of the family may review the 
escape routes on a regular basis. Remember, a SAFE 
ESCAPE is a PLANNED ESCAPE. 

Practice Drills: Fire, Natural Disasters, Intrusion. 

Herbie Hydrant is to be used in the bedroom only. While the 
child is pretending to sleep, produce a warning signal. For 
example: you might press the test button on your homes 
smoke detector which is also a very good way to TEST its 
readiness. One could use a variety of practice WARNING 
SIGNALS such as yelling TORNADO, EARTHQUAKE or 
RINGING A BELL. Amid the TEST warning signal, your child 
should immediately get out of bed, grab Herbie Hydrant and 



rapidly evacuate the home following a planned escape 
route. Use the time function to establish the fastest way out. 
Pretend that the main escape route is blocked and perform 
this drill with planned alternative escape routes. Practice a 
similar procedure for every room in the house without 
Herbie Hydrant. In addition, use Herbie Hydrant for practic- 
ing all type of planned emergency escape routes. 
Use the time function to establish the fastest way out of 
your home or to a designated storm shelter. 

Meeting Place 

A meeting place should be established outside where all 
family members will meet after they escape. Ask you local 
safety professional what would be the best location for your 
particular neighborhood. Keep in mind, simplicity and 
repetition work best in training. 

When to use Herbie Hydrant 

Herbie Hydrant is a home safety and security device that 
can be utilized to help educate children. This personal 
assist unit with clock and flashlight can be used in a natural 
disaster, power loss, fire and home intrusion. Obviously, not 
all dangers listed pertain to everyone. Focus on what 
pertains to your region. If you are not sure what dangers 
exist in your area, ask your local safety professional. Herbie 
Hydrant has included a pamphlet of the most common 
natural disaster safety guidelines. We suggest that you 
incorporate Herbie Hydrant into your family's 



emergency plans. 




Natural Disaster 

There are many types of natural disasters: tornados, 
earthquakes, hurricanes and power loss due to storms. 
Some natural disasters occur with warning while others 
without. Use Herbie Hydrant in your practice drills. 

Home Invasion 

Intruders have been know to target children's rooms to gain 
access to a house. They assume children will not put up a 
fight, be too frightened to scream or could be used as a 
hostage. This is the key reason why parents should not 
install any window decals that would identify their child's 
room. Teach your child that if anyone comes to your child's 
window to pick up Herbie Hydrant activating the siren, 
strobe lights and flashlight, and run directly to their parent 
or guardian. Let them know that friends do not come into a 
home through a window. 

Fire 

Fire is the most prevalent threat to homes. The Herbie 
Hydrant: Home Safety Tips pamphlet has a brief outline of 
key fire safety points. In the United States we are blessed 
with some of the best-trained and educated fire fighters in 
the world. Ask these professionals for assistance in making 
your home safe. 




Power Loss 

Loss of power usually is not life threatening in and of itself. 
Nevertheless, for youngsters the loss of power, lights, could 
be very frightening and dangerous. We recommend that all 
homes have safety night-lights to light walkways and 
planned escape routes. Herbie Hydrant as a flashlight is 
there to guide them. 



Medical Use 

Herbie Hydrant can also be used in the event of choking 
when a child might not be able to cry out for help. Herbie 
Hydrant can be easily knocked off its base summoning 
assistance. Other applications could include recovery from 
an illness or assist a child who has a physical disability. In 
addition, underneath Herbie Hydrant you will find an 
Information Compartment. Crucial Medical, Family and 
other relevant information about your child should be stored 
in this compartment. Information regarding the special 
needs of your child such as medical, allergies or anything 
that could assist medical emergency personal. It is the sole 
responsibility of Parents to write and insert this necessary 
information on the provided card or like document.

Each Herbie Hydrant comes with an emergency prepared- 
ness pamphlet titled: Herbie Hydrant: Home Safety Tips. 
Take the time to sit down and read, discuss and review 
Herbie Hydrant: Home Safety Tips with each child and 
family member.

If the child has a tendency to play with Herbie explain to the 
child repetitiously that Herbie is for education and emer- 
gency situations only and that Herbie Hydrant is not a toy.

On a monthly basis 
Parents should review proper fire escape procedures with 
their children. Parents on a regular basis should test their 
homes Smoke Detector(s), Monoxide Detector(s), Fire 
Extinguisher(s) and other related fire safety equipment. It is 
the sole responsibility of Parents to continually educate their 
children about proper fire safety. 

First and foremost, Herbie Hydrant is NOT a life-saving 
device for children or any other member of the family. 

Herbie Hydrant is a clock, a 
flashlight, and an educational device. As responsible 
Parents, you should tell your child that Herbie Hydrant is a 
clock and a flashlight that is designed to assist him or her 
exiting a home in the event of an emergency.
